Horne of Marshall, the member of the 
Board of Managers who declined to yote to 
reinstate Dr. Coombs, and who was re- 
moved by Gov. Stephens, was to-day called 
to the stand. He is responsible for most of 
the agitation against Dr. Coombs, and is

At the session of the Legislative Inves- 
ti ating Committee last night J. A. Leavill 
of Fulton, formerly steward of the asy- 
lum, and E. W. Dtinnavant, formerly treas- 
urer of the Board of Managers, testified 
that they had each seen Dr. Coombs in- 
toxicated twice. L. D. Summers, the pres- 
ent steward, had never seen Dr. Coombs 
under the influence of liquor, but had seen 
him drink twice. He said that two barrels 
of whisky had entered the institution since 
May a 

W. D. Thomas, the present treasurer of 
the asylum, was the first witness called 
this morning. He produced the books of 
the institution and explained the finances. 
soe showing geemed to satisfy the com- 
mittee 


STEPHENS CHANGED HIS MIND. 


Horne testified that the was removed by 
the Governor by telegraph. He was Presi- 
ident of the board a year and one month. 
He presided at the first trial of Dr. Coombs, 
which was precipitated by an anonymous 
letter, dated at Fulton, received by the 
witness. The witness convened the board. 


He then detailed the circumstances of the 
first trial, which resulted in an unanimous 
verdict that the charges were true. Dr. 
Dean asked that Dr. Coombs be given a 
chance to resign and the board agreed. 
When Dr. Coombs was notified he de- 
murred, but upon threats of removal he 
finally resigned. 

Witness produced the original copy of the 
resignation. The board, he eaid, then called 
on the Governor and notified him of the ac- 
tion, and the Governor at that time said he 
did not see how the board could have done 
otherwise. Later, however, Stephene noti- 
fied the members of the Board of Mana- 
gers that the Board of Charities would 
investigate the matter, and that if it found 
Dr. Coombs innocent the Board of Mana- 
gers could not do otherwise than reinstate 
him. The Governor notified the members o{ 
the Board of Managers that they might 
attend the session of the Board of Chari- 
ties if they chose, which remark, thé 
witness thought, no self-respeciing mart 
could afford to accept as an invitation. 
Gen. Horne read the Governor's telegram 
removing him as follows: 

JEFFHDRSON CITY, Mo., March 7, 1898.— 
Gen, R.C. Horne,'Marshall: After investiga- 
tion lasting ten hours the State Board of 
Charities and Corrections vindicated Dr.

RECORD OF ALL PAST SESSIONS 
BEATEN BY $125,000. 


This Expense Is Simply for the Pay- 
ment of Makers of Laws, the 
Clerks and the Contingent 
Expenses.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 14.—The 
Senate this morning added to appropriation 
bills for the expenee of the Legislature 
$125,000. The amended bill gives the mem- 
bers $140,000 and $260,000 for contingent ex- 


$125,000 more than any previous Assembly 
ever cost the State. 

When the Post-Dispateh said in January 
that the Legislature would coset $400,100 
members. generally said the estimate was 
too large, but the fact that there will be 
little left. out of that amount has been 
forced on e attention.in a way that will 
not be soof&t forgotten. The banks wi!l not 
buy warrants unless they are registered 
and the Auditor has registered warrants 
up to the amount of $140,000 which was all 
the bill provided for clerks at the time it 
passed the House. The $140,000 mark was 
reached in March, and as to-morrow will 
be pay-day, there,was danger -hat $140,600 
of the State’s warrants will be floated 
about, refused by the Treasurer and the 
banks alike. 

T banks are discounting warrants 5 
per cent now and warrants of clerks woulé 
not have been worth more than ™ cents 
on the dollar to-morow if the Senate had 
not taken this action. 

The House, in committee of the whole, 
spent the entire forenoon considering the 
general appropriation bill returned, with 
increases, from the Senate. The only 
change ma:le in the amounts was ‘the in- 
crease of that for the State Board of Geol- 
ogy and Mines, from $20,000 to $30,000, 

This $10,000 was added for the purpose of 
eave drilling. The committee of the whole 
completed the consideration of the bill, and 
reported it to the House, after which the 
House took a recess until this afternoon. 

The House to-day, by a vote of 57 to 322, 
refused to strike out of the general appro- 
priation bill the $14,000 for the State Board 
of Charities and Corrections. Hall of Sa- 
line made a determined effort to have this 
struck out, but failed. 

The bill to abolish the board is now on 
the calendar for engrossment, and Hall, 
who is the author of the act of ‘87 creating 
the board, says he will make a strong fight 
to have the board abolished. 


ANTI-USURY BILLS SIGNED. 


Extreme Limit of Interest Is Placed at 
2 Per Cent a Month. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 14.—Gov. 
Stephens to-day signed and returned to 
the Senate three bills by Senator Wilson 
which are of interest to the business men 
and borrowers and lenders of money. The 
first provides that no greater interest than 
2 per cent per month can be taken for the 
use of money whether through commis- 
stoners, brokerage charges or forbearance 
in any form. It applies particularily. to 
vmawnbrokers and chattel mortgage loans. 
[Che second prohibits the transfer of usur- 
ious claims without notice of their usur- 
ious character, and the third forbids credi- 
tors from sending to other States for col- 
lection claims that cannot be collected in 
this State. 

Harry HK. Hawes of St. Louis was largely 
instrumental in the management and pas- 
sage of these bills.

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JUDGE MURPHY WON HIS CASE. | 

Ex-Policeman Failed to Get a Verdict ! 
Against Him. 

A jury in Judge Ferriss’ court Friday 


heard evidence in the damage suit of 
Thomas E. Kelly against Judge David Mur- 


Kelley, who is an ex-policeman, alleges 
that Judge Merphy, then judge of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, maliciousiy 
adjudged him guilty of contempt of court, 
Jan. 24, 1895, and fined him %%6 and sen- 
tenced him to 10 days’ imprisonment in 
the County Jail. He says that he went to 
Murphy’s courtroom on that day to ap- 

ear against James Mack and George 
Thompson, who were charged with at- 
tempted burglary, and that, after the de- 
fendants were discharged, he went out on 
the street to rearrest them as they emerged 
from the Four Courts. 

He says he failed in this plan and re- 
turned to the Courtroom to claim his_wit- 
ness fees. He was asked by Judge Mur- 
phy, he says, if. he intended to rearrest 
Mack and Thompson if he could catch them 
and, upon his replying in the affirmative, 
he was adjudged guilty of contempt and 
sent to jail. 

He was released upon a write of habeas 
corpus issued from the Supreme Court, im- 
mediately began. suit against Judge Mur- 
phy to recover $5000 for false impr.son- 
ment. 

Thomas Murphy recovered $00 from 
Judge Murphy in January in a similar suit 
involving similar facts. But Judge Spen- 
cer set the verdict aside on the ground that 
the authority of the court to punish for 
contempt is discretionary and should not 
be limited in its exercise by fear of civil 
suite for damage. 

The trial Friday had not proceeded far 
until Judge Murphy, who acted as his 
own attorney, asked that the jury be in- 
structed to find for him. Judge Ferriss 
expressed his willingness to give the in- 
struction. But Attorney Thomas Rowe, 
for the plaintiff, asked leave to take a non- 
suit, which was granted.

FIGARO’S AUDACITY IN PRINT. 
ING THE DREYFUS RECORD. 


THE EDITOR'S EXPLANATION. 


Says That No Official Court or Govern- 
ment Is Responsible for the 
Publication. 


PARIS, April 14.—The Figaro’s unexpect- 
ed and successful audacity in securing and 
publishing the record, or ‘‘dossier,’’ of the 
investigation of the criminal chamber of 


the court of cassation to determine whether 
or not there is legal ground for a new trial 
of Dreyfus, has fairly taken| away the 
breath of the older order of French ne ws- 


papermen. 
terdinand de Rodays, managing editor 
of the Figaro, is not communicative as to 
the means by which he obtained the dos- 
sier, however. He says: ““The rson who 
enabled the Figaro to publish the proceed- 
ings before the criminal chamber of the 
court of cassation was not a judge, nor 
was he a lawyer, nor an employe of the 
national pee office, nor a friend of 
Dreyfus, nor of Mrs. Dreyfus, nor a mem- 
ber of the Dreyfus family. I can aiso tell 
you that the person who gavé it to me 
asked for no pecuniary or other compensa- 
tion for it. nor did I offer any. am, more- 
over, authorized to declare that the person 
in question is, if necessary, quite prepared 
to reveal his or her identity, and this would 
be done, for instance, if one of|the judges 
or any person connected with the case 
should be ay yee accused of divulging the 
famous state and judicial secret. 

“Tl may also say that the Figaro hag re- 
celved all gorts of offers of the dosgier, one 
of which has been alluded to by M. de 
Blowitz, the Paris correspondent of the 
London Times, and which consisted of a 
echeme for transmitting to us the contents 
of the dossier by means of a phonograph.

PEACE SEEMS ASSURED, 


A decided turn for the better has taken place in the 
Samoan situation. While England and the United States 
Stood shoulder to shoulder against the German representa- 
tive in Samoa, the United States sided with Germany on the 
question of unanimity of the three powers in dealing with 
Samoan questions. England has yielded the point and the 
commission is expected to get to work without delay. 

Acceptance of the rule of unanimity instead of a majority 
eases the strained situation at present, but may make it 
more difficult tu arrive at a satisfactory conclusion.

The spectacle 
of Engtishmen and’ Americans fighting side by side in a 
cause related to control in the East seemed to have a stimu- 
lating effect on British belligerency. Our English cousins 
jumped to the conclusion that American support of Brit- 
ish policies could be depended upon. 

There is an instructive lesson in the incident. We must 
beware of an alliance with England. Cordial good will is 
pleasant and profitable, but it will be an unfortunate day 
when we consent to pick British chestnuts out of the fire. 
It would take Dewey two weeks to reach Samoa. That is 
time enough to settle the differences peacefully.
